WASHINGTON, May, 4.—Great 
Britain wants to do its part to- 
ward preventing the smuggling of 
liquor into the United States. 

The London government so ad- 
vised Secretary Kellogg in suggest- 
ing a conference to work out by in- 
formal agreements co-operative 
measures for tightening the rum 
blockade, The invitation to a con- 
ference, to be held shortly in Lon- 
don, has been accepted. 


Correspondence between Wash- 
ington and London on the subject, 
made public tonight, discloses that 
the idea for tighter restrictions with 
Great Britain's aia originated witn 
British authorities and that the 
conference invitation was extended 
“as proof of the desire of his 
Majesty's government to give such 
assistance” to American prohibition 
agencies “as it is possible to give 
in the circumstances.” 

In accepting the invitation With 
“deep appreciation,” Secretary 
Kellogg said the American delega- 
tion should arrive in London by 
the end of May. The American 
flelegates will include  Aasistant 
Secretary Andrews of the Treas- 
ary; William R. Vallance,

LAWS ‘RIGIDLY ENFORCED | 
The correspondence reveals that 
British shipping laws are being 
rigidly enforced against vesetls 
‘suspected of rum-ruhning, that 
registrars of shipping in the West 
Indies have been called upon to 
take special care to prevent trans- 
fer to the British flag of vessel 
intended for the smuggling trade 
and that the British want to re- 
move smuggiers from the 
registrar of that country. 

Specific instances where British 
shipping laws have been applied 
with unusual severity against sus- 
pected rum-runners are cited as 
additional proof of the desire to 
co-operate with American prohibi- 
tion authorities.

“hetter than we expected.” 

Some provincial cities hope to 
resume partial trolley service soon. 

At a private meeting of the Con- 
servative party at the House of 
Commons tonight. it was an- 
nounced that the strike status stil 
is unchanged.

STRIKE BREAKERS 

Strikebreakers are being hired 
by the Southern and Great Western 
Ratiways in order to 
their s=rvice.

(3) To endeavor to reconcile di- 
vergent views and to obtain gen- 
eral agreement upjon the rules 
which have been in dispute hereto- 
fore, and (4) to consider the sug- 
gestions not now adequately regu- 
lated by international law, but to 
which the interest of international 
justice requires that rules of law 
shall be declared and accepted.” 
The Tinkham resolution ig ad 
vanced primarily by opponents of 
the League of Nations who do not 
want the World Court to assume 
alone the task of building up by 
its decisions what may take on the 
character of a code of internation- 
al law. The League of Nations 
advisory council of jurists, which 
in 1920 framed the atatute of the 
World Court, so phrased the docu- 
ment as practically to preclude 
codification by any other agency.

Immediately after she gained this 
honor she also won the State Fed- 
eration prize of $250 for the best 
work of a California composer with 
her one-act opera. Mrs. Marsh has 
studied music for many years and 
the fact that in one year she should 

win the two highest prizes in the 
State is significant. 

As it happens Prof. and Mrs. 
Marsh had planned to spend a year 
in Europe taking their family with 
them.

GOVERNOR SEIZED

garrison, capturing Bluefielda and 
imprisoning the Governor, Col. Er- 
nesto Diaz, and the director of po- 
lice. 

Gen. Anselmo Sequlera, com- 
mander ot the government forces 
at El Bluff, situated across the 
bay, proceeded toward Bluefields 
in a boat with twenty men. As the 
boat neared the town the revo- 
lutionists opened fire, killing Gen. 
Fequiera and two of his soldiers. 
The boat put about and returned 
to El Bluff, where the government 
maintains a large garrison. 

Later in the day the revolution- 
ists, after two attacks, captured 
ma, about sixty miles {from 
Bluefieldsa. The government force 
there was outnumbered by the 
revolutionists. 


BACASA NOTIFIED 

Tt is reported the revolutionary 
leader, Sandoval, sent a message 
to Dr. Juan Batista Gacasa, for- 
mer Libera! vice-president of Nic-.

Under 
the press of an unusually heavy 
ground swell, “Old Ironsides” de- 
gan to roll heavily, the motion be- 
ing greatly increaesed by her lofty 
top hamper.

The first mast to 
fall carried the other two spars 
over the side, they being weighted 
down by tons of yards, sails, blocks 
and rigging. 

It is estimated that several 
weeks and the expenditure of many 
thousands of dollars will be neces- 
sary to restore the frigate.

Quarry to Move 


Mountain With 
Gigantic Blast 


— — 
A charge of 112,000 
dynamite will be set off in one ter- 
riffo blast Sunday at 1 p.m., un- 
der a 200-foot limestone mountain 
at the little town of Monolith near 
Tehachapi Passe by the Monolith 
Portland Cement Company. The 
public has been invited to view the 
blast. Coy Burnett, president of 
the company: Wilmar Evans, vice- 
president, and C. A. Low, director 
of sales, will be in charge. 

Monolith is about three and a 


halt hours’ drive from Los Ange- 


ies by way of San Fernando, Sau- 
gus, Mint Canyon and Mojave. 

The blast is expected to dislodge 
about 250,000 tons of rock to the 
floors of the Monolith quarries, It 
will be set off simultaneously in 
twenty-one great dynamite pockets. 
A 4380-foot tunnel has been driven 
into the side of the mountain to 
prepare for the blast. Two ignit- 
ing systems will be used to make 
certain that each of the twenty-one 
dynamite loads is discharged.

“Farm relief” as proposed in the Haugen 
and Tincher bills is es dangerous, as chi- 
merical and as radical as was the proposi- 
tion for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of sixteen to one. They 
provide substantial appropriations; 5375, 
000,000 under the Haugen plan, to be dis- 
tributed in an effort to maintain adequate 
prices for basic commodities; $100,000,000 
under the Tincher bill for loans to farm- 
ers’ co-operative associations. 


This is “relief” which will not, in the 
nature of things, relieve. It will be popu- 
lar legislation to the unthinking with a 
sovietistic complex, because it seeks to dis- 
tribute public funds for the benefit of a 
selected class who may or may not need 
financial ald. Such distribution, however, 
cannot be economically sound any more 
than the sixteen-to-one dream of the youth- 
ful Mr. Bryan was sound back in 1896. It 
has no more basis than the subsidy the 
British government has been paying its 
coal miners who wasted not an hour after 
the term expired in precipitating a tragedy 
upon the country which had been helping 
to carry their load. 


As a matter of fact the plan ts imprac- 
tical, except from the standpoint of the 
professional politicians in the Senate who 
have been quick to seize upon its possibili- 
ties for their own aggrandizement, and it 
is a matter for regret that former Gov. 


able to see where the path leads are spon- 
soring the measure of Congressman Hau- 
gen, which is nothing more nor less than 
a scheme to subsidise agriculture, put the 
government into the export business and 
make the taxpayers of the country pay the 
farmers a bonus. 


The Times is convinced that the farmer 
can only be harmed by legislation that 
seeks to set up machinery to create an 
artificial substitute for economic considera- 
tions.

HAYS HAMMOND 
Monday night in the Waldorf Astoria 

in New York several hundred of the ad- 
mirers of John Hays Hammond gathered 
to celebrate thé seventy-first birthday an- 
alvervary of that remarkable American. 
Hundreds of others in different parts of 
the United States and in several foreign 
countries gathered at the same time to pay 
their tribute to him in local and regional 
gatherings. The idea back of the gather- 
ings was to express to him, while he is 
still in full vigor, the high appreciation: in 
which he is held. Aud a magnificent trib- 
ute it was, with men from every walk of 
life present and with letters and telegrams 
of affection and best wishes from almost 
every State in the Union. é 


The Hammond career has been one typi- 
fying the Amefican at his best—adventure, 
romance, pluck and constructive ability 
amounting to genius. 


He was born in California within the 
decade of the gold rush which quickened 
the national imagination and turned the 
thoughts of men in every land to the dis- 
covery and utilization of the natural re- 
sources of the @arth. As a mining engi- 
}neer he won his way to the front so rap- 
idly that while still under 40 he was rec- 
ognized as one of the outstanding men in 
his profession. That profession, it should 
be remembered, knows no national bounda- 
ries. The brains of the really great engi- 
neer are evaluated in the world market. In 
such a sphere, where giants like Cecil 
Rhodes were moving, Hammond soon 
ranked without a peer. 


He examined mining properties in every 
quarter of the globe—South Africa, India 
and the United States, Mexico, Central and 
South America and, indeed, wherever man 
*ent in search of treasure in the form of 
diamonds or gold or copper or iron or in al- 
most any other form. But he did not mere- 
ly follow up. He planned, directed and 
carried out bold projects, often under cir- 
cumstances which threatened not only his 
fortune but his life as well. He not only 
mastered and utilized the technique of his 
profession, but he also improved upon it 
in many ways, introducing new methods 
which have added to the productive power 
and the welfare of the race. 


As one of the four leaders of the re- 
form movement in the Transvaal, though 
opposed to the Jameson raid, he was ar 
rested by the Boers and sentenced to death, 
eventually being set at liberty upon pay- 
ment of a fine of $126,000. Cecil Rhodes 
repeatediy paid tribute to his courage and 
his ability. The great Englishman, upon 
being asked what he regarded as the secret 
of Hammond's success, said: “He has an 
adaptable and untiring brain.” 


Today, when so many who claim to know

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UNG CITIZENS 

While giving his hearty appreciation 
of the Boy Scouts and their patriotic train- 
ing President Coolidge is still of the belief 
that there is no competent substitute for 
either religion or the home. They should 
be and are the vital factors in creating and 
maintaining character and citizenship. 

It is meet that the rising generation 
should be reared and sustainéd under the 
benign influences that grace the American 
home of tradition and fact. But parents 


may well approve the Boy Scout movement 
in the development of character and com- 


panionships. 


The youthful bandits that terrorize the 
cities are not recruited from the ranks of 
the Scouts. An eastern judge says that of 
more than 100,000 boys and young men who 
have been brought before the criminal 
courts in Brooklyn during the last fifteen 
years less than a dozen had been connected 
at any time with the Boy Scouts. The chil- 
dren's court in New York City has not had 
a Boy Scout before it during the last ten 
years. 

The movement takes the boys at their 
most impressionable age and teaches them 
patriotism, respect for their parents and 
the law and kindness and courtesy to all 
living things. If they adhere to Scout reg- 
ulation and do their one good deed a day 


they cannot help but become worthy citi- 
zens. 

The future of the country would be safe, 
indeed, if in the keeping of those who have 
taken the Scout obligation or have been 
reared within its wholesome environment. 


MUCH DISCIPIANE 
Now comes Basil Henriqués, English 
philanthropist and student of social prob- 
lems, who says that one great reason why 
there is so much crime in this country is 
that there is too much discipline in our 
public schools. Mr. Henriques is described 
by a New York reporter as “young, blond 
and very British.” He is a grand-nephew 
of Sir Moses Montefiore and, therefore, 
doubtless feels privileged to inform us as 
to the best means of educational and other 
important procedure. He would have us 
employ only men teachers, who should im- 
pose less restraint upon schoolboys and 
play with them and teach them the spirit 
of sportsmanship and not of mere facts. 
Mr. Henriques maintains that with less 
discipline a boy would work off his high 
spirits in school and not work them off 
later in crime. He says he has seen “Amer- 
ican schoolboys sitting with folded arms, 
like little angels, when they should have 
been throwing paper wads at each other.” 
It takes these highbrow young Britishers 
to tell us how to do it. The average 
American parent would stand aghast if 
told that there was too much discipline in 
our schools. His firm and unalterable con- 
viction is that there is altogether too lit 
tle. 
If it makes for morality to permit 
schoolboys: to use their beanshooters, 
carve up desks and write funny things on 
the dlackboard, well and good. If a big 
boy should concelve and carry out the 
pleasant idea of kissing the schoolma'm 
or trouncing the schoolmaster and thus in- 
crease his chances of heaven or, at least, 
of staying out of jail, it might be still bet- 
ter for himself and society. A general 
school riot in which all hands worked of 
their youthful spirits by hazing the prin- 
cipal and mobbing the School Board would 
still further subserve the ends of morality. 
Perhaps a boy whose spirite were thus 
worked off might grow up to be a Con- 
gress man or a useful citizen. There is no 
telling how high he might go in the social 
scale. 
These pseudo-reformers would let the 


children run the schools, use their bean- 


And they tell us we would have 


no further use for prisons, scaffolds and 


eléctric chairs, and gunmen and pold-ups 
will be unknown. ‘ 

Such deductions easily may be made 
from the logic of the grand-nephew of Sir 


Moses Montefiore, though it might be dif- | 


ficult to find anything in the philosophy of 
his famous grand-uncle to support them. 

Mr. Henriques is a very young man; and 
it is as difficult to be a Socrates at 25 as 
an Adonis at 50. 


GEORGIA IDEA 

The people of Georgia are trying to 
create a system of good roads without go- 
ing heavily into debt or floating a big bond 
issue. The plan which called for the plac- 
ing of bonds to ‘the amount of $70,000,000 


has been defeated by the people and in- 


stead of it the voters have adopted a pro- 
gram of cash payments. They will build 
roads to the extent of $7,500,000 this year 
and $10,000,000 next, but the money will be 
provided by ordinary taxation and the gas- 
oline levy. It is figured that the money 
usually paid for interest on highway bonds 
would suffice for the upkeep of the roads 
themselves. By paying cash now they are 
not mortgaging their future or hampering 
the next generation. The Georgians are 
not enamored of the bond-voting craze.

J. K. Fronk, former Hollywood 
financier, who talked business in

This much was admitted yester- 
day by Fronk himself during the 
progress of his trial with his co- 
defendant, L. A. Landon, until re- 
cently a branch-bank manager for 
the Hellman bank, in Superior 
Judge Hahn’s court on charges of 
grand larceny and embezzlement. 
That Fronk may have to rely upon 
the public defender to represent 
‘him at his second trial will be

On the heels of this sensational 

development came the first definite 
linking of Landon by the prosecu- 
tion with the asserted manipula- 
tions of Fronk. This was done 
through the introduction into the 
evidence of three cashiers’ checks 
aggregating $22,800 by Dep. Dist.- 
Attys. Ryan and McCartney, who 
contend Landon issued these checks 
to Fronk tn return for fictitious 
checks, The checks were present- 
ed while Percy W. Wilson, secre- 
tary of the Hellman Trust and 
Savings Bank, was on the witn 
stand. 
Both Fronk and Anderson yes- 
terday emphatically denied there 
was dissension in the defense camp 
on account of attorney's fees as 
Was rumored in the courtroom, and 
the announcement of the possibile 
withdrawal of Anderson became 
known following a conference held 
in Judge Hahn's chambers during 
the afternoon recess. 
Fronk declared he was perfect- 
ly satisfied with Anderson, and 
said everything pointed to his with- 
drawal on account of poor health. 
He admitted, however, he had not 
paid Anderson as much as he had 
expected. 
“It looke as though I will have 
to call upon the public defender 
when my second trial is called,” 
Fronk stated. “It all brands as a 
falsehood a statement attributed 
to me that I was being backed by 
millions of dollars.“ 

Anderson, too, stated that he 
had not received the fee which 
had been promised to him. He said 
it is his intention to continue with 
the present case, even 
against his physician's orders. 
Judge Hahn stgted he would re- 
lease Anderson if it was shown his 
continuance as legal counsel for 
Fronk would endanger his health. 


CHECK DEALS TOLD 


According to the testimony of 
Wilson, Landon issued to Fronk a 
$12,500 cashier's check in return 
for a check for the same amount 
drawn on the Manchester and Mo- 
neta Avenue State Bank, which 
later was returned marked “no 
funds.“ In return for an asserted 
fictitious check in the amount of 
$10,300, the witness stated.

SHIP BRINGS | 
ACCOUNT OF 
SEA RESCUE 


Deed Rivaling That of 
Roosevelt and Antinoe 
Comes to Light Here 


The story of another rescue at 
sea, rivaling that of the Roose- 
velt and Antinoe, was brought to 
Los Angeles Harbor yesterday with 


the arrival of the British motor- 
ship Vinemoor. 

According to the ship's log. Capt. 
Thomas Sisterson sighted a signal- 
ing ship, the Novelty, on February 
11, about 600 miles northwest of 
the Azores. Under the first mate's 
command, one of the Vinemoor’s 
lifeboats made its way through a 
raging sea to the distressed vessel, 
which had completely careened.
